dehrous  moft  refpe6tfully  to  acknowledge;  he,  at  laid, 

This  Hofpital  Is  now  direfled  to  undergo  a thorough  Repair ; after 
which,  an  additional  number  of  patients  will  be  admitted,  in  confequence 
of  MANY  NEW  SUBSCRIBERS,  and  a Legacy  of  Three  Thousand 
Pounds  bequeathed  to  this  Charity  by  the  late  Richard  RulTcll,  Efq. 
®f  Bermondfey, 
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had  the  fatlsfacHon  of  feeing  this  charitable  defign  car- 
ried into  execution,  after  the  repeated  exertion  of  his 
utmoft  endeavors  to  that  end* 

The  Inrtitution  of  this  Hofpital  is  principally  de- 
figned  to  relieve  the  Wives  of  poor  indujirious  tradef^ 
meriy  who,  from  unavoidable  misfortunes,  are  reduced 
to  real  want;  and  alfo  for  the  relief  of  indigent  Sol- 
diers  and  Sailors  Wives  \ but  the  Governors  being 
repeatedly  informed  of  the  many  fevere  hardfhips 
and  pruel  treatment,  which  unmarried  Women  under-f 
go,  and  who,  on  account  of  being  fuch,  are  rejeSied 
elfewhere ; they  have  unanimoufly  refolved  to  admit 
fuch  of  them  as  are  found  to  be  deferted  and  in  real 
•want’,  not  doubting  that  this  refolution,  founded  ir^ 
Humanity,  will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  a gene- 
rous and  difcerning  Public  ; many  melancholy  inftances 
having  occurred,  where  fuch  unfortunate  Women, 
fhut  out  from  all  friendly  fhelter,  overwhelmed  with 
fhame,  and  deftitute  of  Hope,  Money,  or  Friends,  have 
been  driven  to  de/pair  by  fuch  complicated  mifery, 
and  were  tempted  to  dejiroy  themfelves  or  murder  their 
Infants  ! 

This  Hofpital,  in  which  near  eight  ihoufand  Pa^ 
tients  have  been  delivered,  being  inlfituted  upon  the 
moft  liberal  and  extenfive  plan  of  admitting  both  mar- 
ried and  ftngle  Women,  as  well  as  delivering  others  at 
their  own  habitations,  and  giving  advice  to  the  fick,  in 
Difeafes  peculiar  to  Women,  without  fee  or  reward ; the 
Governors  hope  for  its  fupport  by  the  ajfuent  and  hu- 
mane ; and  earneftly  requeft  the  timely  alliftance  of 
thofe  who,  by  Will,  Subfcription,  or  other  Donation,

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LTHOUGH  the  extraordinary  medici-

Cafe  iv.  where  the  female  patient  labours 
under  ohftru5HonSy  and  that  kind  ofweaknefs  pe- 
culiar to  Women,  with  nervous  tremor,  and  lofs 
b of 
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of  ftrength,  Cafes  xlt.  and  xlii.  I have  re- 
peatedly diredlcd  the  Lifocn  JDiet-Drink  with 
fuccefs  alio  in  bilious  dijorders^  where  the. Liver 
was  unJouYid^  attended  with  a dirpofidon  to 
lancholy^  as  at  Cafes  xxvni.  and  xxxi.

The being  a balmy  Jaxa five. ^and grateful 
Bitter^,  without  yialling  or  offending  the  ftomachy 
will  cure  the  recent  Gonorrhoea  muc\\  fooner  than 
any  medicine  I have  feen  tried ; and  old  GleeiSy 
zn^ling^vo'crL  relaxation y ox  venereal  reliqueSy  may 
fooii  be  removed  by  its  ufe. 

' In  fliOrt,  thTe  are  few  Difeafes  of  the  chre- 
nic  kind  but  will  yield  to  a courfe  of  this  miidy 
efficacious  Alter ativey  which  may  be  taken  with 
fuccefs  at  all  Jeafons  of  the  yeary  without  con- 
finement or  inconvenience.  It  is  Joft  and 
balmy  to  the  tafle,  and  highly  reftorativCy  in 
conjiimpive  habits  or  broken  conjiitutions.  Be- 
ing compofed  of  f aline  parts  joined  with  a re^ 
finp.iis  Balfd'niy  which  united,  make  a kind  of 
medicated foap  ; it  readily  mixes  with  the  animal 
fluids,  and  with  them  is  eafily  conveyed  to  the 
remotefl.  parts  of  the  body.  By  pervading  the 
vafcular  fyflem  and  fearching  to  the  extremities 
of  the  fmeff  ftrainers,  it  Jubdues  and  evacuates 
venereal  ppfony  or-  other  eff'ending  humours.

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In  broken  conllitutions,  which  have  fuffered 
from  a venereaU  fcrophulouSy  or  Jcorhutic  taint ^ 
or  from  the  immoderate  iije  of  Mercury  i ic 
will  give  Baljam  to  the  bloody  and  repair  the 
conftitution;  for  feme  patients. became  fat  during 
its  ufe,  who  before  were  th:n  and  emaciatedy  as 
in  Cafes  vt.  vir.  lvii  lxii.  and  lxiii. — Hence  I 
am  convinced,  there  is  not  to  be  found  2,y^reater

HerPhyfician,  Sir  Richard  Jebb,  had  di- 
redled  repeated  Bleeding,  and  kept  her  on  low 
Diety  by  which  (he  was  extremely  reduced. 

She  had  often  been  pregnant,  but  generally 
mifearried  of  dead  Children  ; and  thofe  born 
alive  only  furvived  a fhort  time.  September 
30,  I779>  being  then  pregnant,  though  ap- 
parently declining  very  fall,  fhe  began  to 
take  the  Lijbon  Diet-Drinky  with  fo  much  re- 
lief, that  her  ftrengthy  JpiritSy  and  appetite 
increaled,  and  fhe  was  happily  delivered,  at 
her  full  time,  of  a ftrong  male  Child.  Fe- 
bruary 21,  1781,  being  again  pregnant,  fhe 
went  through  a fecond  Courfe  qf  the  Diet-.

Stu- 
por and  giddinefs  of  the  head,  confufion  of 
ideas,  and  lofs  of  memory,  attended  with  flug- 
gifhnefs,  low  fpirirs,  and  flow  fever,  often  pro- 
ceed from  the  reliques  of  a venere-al  tainty  or 
from  a fcrcphulous  or  fcorhutic  caufe  ; all  which 
rob  the  blood  of  its  balfam,  and  difpofe  the 
patient  to  cenfiimption. 

The  Lifhon  Diet-Brink^  if  duly  continued, 
will  generally  relieve  or  cure  every  fpecies  of 
confumption  arifing  from  a veneraly  Jcrophulousy 
ov fcorhutic  caufe y as  at  Cafes  xxiii.  xxv.  xxxr. 
and  xxxvii.  for,  being  conftantly,  arid,  for 
a confiderable  time,  largely  admitted  into  the 
mafs  of  blood,  it  will  f orreM  its  rnwhid 

quality  \ and  by  its  attenuating  fait,  .diflbl- 
ved  in  a foft,  balmy  liquor,  will  fo  dilute 
and  leflen  the  cohefion  of  the  fluids,  that  the 
venereal  poifon^  ‘ or  ferophulous  acrimony  may  be 
more  eafiiy  feparated  from  the  found  juices, 
b 3 and 
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and  wafhed  out  of  the  body  by  the  increafed 
difcharges  of  p^r/piraticn^  urine,  and  Jiool, 

Alfo,  in  that  particular  clafs  of  nervous  Difor^ 
ders,  arifing  from  a venereal  taint,  fcrophitlous,  or 
Jcorhutic  humours’,  the  ufe  of  this  Diet-Drink 
will  be  found  equally  falutary,  by  eradicating 
the  feeds  of  thofe  latent  dijeajes,  which  fall  on 
the  Nerves;  as  at  Cafes  iv.  xxviii.  and  xxxv.

It  is  here  proper  to  remark,  that  the  virtues

Let  him  live  chiefly  upon  dry  food,  and 
white  meats,  fuch  as  veal,  rabbits,  fowls,  &c*. 
He  fhould  abftain  from  the  immoderate  ufe  of 
liquids,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  fpirituous  kind ; 
and,  at  meals,  drink  fparingly  of  clear  fmall-beer’ 
or  any  of  the  light  white  wines,  diluted  with 
water. 

This  was  the  method  obferved  in  adminif- 
tering  the  Diet-Brink  at  JUJbony  where  I was  a 
witnefs  of  its  fuccefs  in  the  moft  deplorable 
cafes  of  the  venereal  Dijeajey  and  other  chronic 
Bijordersy  arifi  ng  from  a dijlempered  Bloody  even

foon  as  any  medicine  has  acquired  repu-^ 
tation  for  its  fuperior  efficacy,  immediate- 
ly qp  ftarts  another  chriftened  hy  the  fame  name 
for,  rnany  people  there  are  polTefTcd  of  more 
credulity  than  difeernment,  with  whom,  for  a 
time,  fuch  counterfeit  metal  will  pafs  as  current 
coin. 

Swarms  of  indigent,  and  ignorant  erripirics, 
vho  call  themfelves  dodlors,  infeft  this  great 
metropolis,  and  lie  in  wait  to  impofe  their 
nicious  compounds  on  the  weak-minded  and  un- 
wary, by  giving  the'in  borrowed  or  fi^ttious 
names',  but  however  low  the  price,  the  purchafer 
will  pay  too  dear,  who  buys  the  name  of  the 
medicine  only,  inftead  of  the  medicine  itfelf  even 
at  the  expence  of  his  health  which  he  fought  to 
obtain.  No  matter  what  the  compofition,  it  is 
as  eafyfqr  a crafty  impoftor,  to  call  it  Lijbon 
Diet-Drink,  as  to  give  it  its  real  fiame, 

The  like  frauds  have  been  pradifed  in  the 
James's  Powders,  and  other  valuable 
rnedicines,  as  well  as  this;  and  therefore  fuch' 
timely  cautions  cannot  be  unneceffiary ; for, 
after  the  patient’s  Jhould  become  fore,  his 
teeth  loofe,  h\s  breath  offenfve,  and  his  bowels

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CASE  I. 

Scorbutic  EruptionSy  with  glandular y Jcrophiilcus 
Swelling  in  the  Necky  and  Ahjcejfes  in  the  Arm- 
pits. 

M«;  PENMAN,  a Cabinet-maker  of  Silver- 
Jlreety  Golden-Square y had  been  afflicted 
with  an  inveterate  Scurvy  ftx  years y which  every 
Spring  and  Autumn  attacked  him  with  redou- 
bled vigour  ; The  Difeafe  began  with  wandering 
pains  which  became  almoft  intolerable  in  the 
night,  but  were  fomewhat  abated  towards 
morning. 

He  had  Eruptions  on  the  hands,  legs,  and 
arms,  from  which  a glairy  moifture  ouzed 
forth,  and,  growing  dry,  gradually  hardened  into 
thick,  horny  cruftsy  which  peeled  off,  and  were 
again  fucceeded-by  others  of  the  fame  kind. 

Thefe  fymptoms  were  accompanied  with  in- 
a5livityy  and  lofs  of  ftrength,  with  profufe  night- 
JweatSy  and  wearinefs  of  the  mufcular  parts,  as 
after  immoderate  exercife.  He  had  fometimes 
a bleeding  from  the  nofe,  with  itchmgy  Spungy 
gumSy  which  bled  upon  the  flighteft  touch. 

About  two  years  before,  feveral  fmall  glan- 
dular fwellings  appeared  in  his  neck,  and  under 
his  arm-pits,  the  laft  of  which  came  to  fuppu- 
ration,  and  were  opened. 

The  v/ound  digefted  badly,  and  a frefh  col- 
led ion  of  matter  was  brought  upon  the  part, 
which  was  difcharged  by  incifion  as  before 
notwithftanding  the  fore  made  no  advance  to- 
wards

Wards  healing,  but  degenerated  into  a hollow 
Ulcer j which  turned  out  tedious  in  the  cure, 
and  w'as  laid  open  feveral  times  before  that 
was  effedled. 

During  his  illnefs  he  had  tried  Mercurial 
Phyfic,  the  purging  waters  and  jEthiops  Mi^ 
fieral,  with  the  different  kinds  of  anti-fcorbutie 
Diet>Drinks,  and  decoBions  of  JarJaparilla^  but 
with  little  relief. 

November  the  6th,  17^7,  when  he  applied 
to  me,  he  had  alfo  great  difficulty  in  breathings 
and  acute  pains  under  his  ihoulder-blades.  I 
direded  him  the  Lijbon  Diet -Drinks  by  which 
his  pains  went  off  in  about  ten  days,  and  he 
could  breathe  with  more  eafe  ^ foon  after,  the 
Eruptions  on  the  hands,  arms,  ^c,  began  to  fall 
off,  and  at  the  end  of  a month  he  had  a good 
appetite  and  was  perfedtly  cured.

INARCH  the  12th,  1757,  Mr.  L.  a gentle- 
man at  the  Duke  of  Northumberland’s, 
aged  thirty -five,  applied  to  me  ; he  had  been 
extremely  ill-treated  j for,  though  his  complaint 
was  at  firft  only  a flight  difeharge,  he  had  been 
liberally  plied  Mercury  and  firongpurga- 
B 2 tivess 
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tivesy  in  (lead  of  bleedings  plentiful  dilution^  aiid- 
the  ufe  of  emollients'. 

He  was  rendered  very  low  and  weak  by  this 
rough  treatment;  which,  by  irritating  the  in- 
flamed parts,  brought  on  violent  pain  at  the 
neck  of  the  Bladder,  with  a frequent  endeavour 
to  make  water,  which  he  voided  in  fmall  quan- 
tities, and  with  great  pain : this  complaint  at 
laft  ended  in  a total  Jupprejffion  of  urines  info- 
much  as  to  oblige  him  to  have  it  drawn  off  by 
the  Catheter^  and  afterwards  he  was  directed  to 
the  ufe  of  the  Bougee,  — I directed  ten  ounces 
of  blood  to  be  taken  away,  and  an  opiate  at 
night;  an  emulfion  was  alfo  taken  occafionally,, ' 
which  abated  his  pain.  A few  days  after,  he 
began  the  Lijhon  'Diet^'Drinky  which  gently' 
opened  his  body,  and  in  a fhort  time  the  irri- 
tation and  forcing  down  at  the  neck  of  the* 
Bladder  abated,  and  the  inflammation  of  the 
urinary  paflage  gradually  went  off.  He  has 
fince  remained  free  from  every  Venereal  fymp^ 
tom,  and  at  prefent  is  in  perfect  health. 

CASE  III. 

Eruptions  on  the  Body^  an  Ulcer  in.  the  Mouthy 
and  a Bubo, 

Irifh  Gentleman,  young  and  of  a ple- 
thoric habit,  perceived  a fmall  tumour  in 
the  right  groin,  which  by  a Surgeon  in  the 
country  was  judged  tO'  be  the  efFedb  of  cold, 
and  confequently  difregarded:  it  continued  to 

incrcafe 
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increafe  for  five  weeks,  till  it  became  big  as  a 
large  walnut ; at  which  period,  a fludtuation  of 
matter  was  fenfible  to  the  touch,  and  the  Sur- 
geon propofed  to  lay  it  open  by  incifion  5 but, 
waiting  too  long  for  fu^purationy  the  colledted 
matter  was  abforbed  into  the  blood,  leaving 
■behind  it  a hard  indolent  fweil in g,  which  would 
neither  difpey'Je  nor  Juppurate  : Soon  after,  an 
Ulcer  appeared  in  his  throaty  near  the  right 
^onfil  Gland ; he  had  dry,  tawny  eruptions  on 
the  fkin,  with  brown  fpots,  which  peeled  off 
like  Bran  : On  his  arrival  in  London,  he  was 
advifed  to  undergo  a Salivatimy  but,  by  the  re- 
.commendation  of  Mr.  Kelly  of  the  Lemple,  he 
applied  to  me. 

April  the  5th,  1757,  I put  him  upon  a courfe 
of  the  'DieU'Drinky  which  brought  the  Bubo  to 
fuppuration  \ lb  that,  a cauftic  being  applied, 
the  matter  was  difcharged,  and  the  ulcer  healed 
■firm  and  found  from  the  bottom.  Towards 
the  end  of  his  courfe,  the  Ulcer  in  his  mouth 
healedy  his  Jldn  was ‘dear  iof  Eruptions,  and  he 
was  perfectly  cured  in  a month,  having  re- 
mained well  ever  fince ; at  this  late  period  of 
time,  December  being  in  good  health 

and  fpirits. 

The  Diet-Drink  fweated  him  at  night,  and 
kept  his  body  gently  laxative. 
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CASE  IV. 

Stubborn  Scorbutic  Head~ach^  of  eight  Tears 
ftandingy  with  Eruptions  on  the  Body. 

. ]y[R.  WFIEATLEY,  Clerk  to  a timber- 
merchant,  in  Dean-ftreet,  Soho,  aged 
twenty-four,  for  eight  years  had  been  con- 
ftantly  troubled  with  a ftubborn  fcorbutic  Head- 
ach  j the  pain  was  fo  violent  by  turns,  as  to 
bring  on  vomiting,  attended  with  ftiffnefs  and 
fwelling  of  his  eye-balls.  He  could  not  eat 
foiids,  or  deep  for  feveral  days  and  nights ; his 
flomach  being  fick,  and  his  head  giddy.  He 
was  bliftered,  bled  at  the  arm,  and  by  Leeches 
applied  to  the  afFeded  part;  he  frequently  took 
purging  phyfic,  and  feveral  other  remedies  were 
both  internally  and  externally  applied,  but  with- 
out relief.  About  feven  years  before,  his  whole 
body  broke  out  with  a moift  fcab,  and  from 
that  time  he  never  miffed  theje  eruptions y more  or 
le/Sy  every  Jpringy  till  that  of  taking  the  Diet- 
'Drink. 

April  the  27th,  1757,  he  began  a courfe  of 
the  Lifbon  Diet-Drink,  which  was  duly  conti- 
nued for  upwards  of  a month : It  promoted 
fweat  and  urine,  and  kept  his  body  gently  lax- 
ative. He  found  fenfible  relief  in  four  or  five 
days,  and  had  but  one  attack  of  the  Head-ach 
during  the  whole  courfe  3 towards  the  end  of 
which, , he  was  free  from  pain,  and  in  every  ref-

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CASE  V. 

Venereal  Ulcers  in  the  Throaty  and  Eruptions  on 
the  Skin. 

gEPTEMBER  the  3d,  1757,  a young  gentle- 
man, aged  nineteen,  a year  and  a half  be- 
fore he  applied  to  me,  contracted  a GonorrhceUy 
with  Jhankers  and  hulo  \ thefe  fymptoms  were 
removed  by  a furgeon  in  fix  or  feven  weeks, 
and  the  patient  was  concluded  well.  About  a 
month  after  he  perceived  a hoarjenejsy  with 
hufky  drynefs  in  his  throat,  (as  he  exprefled  it,) 
when,  prompted  by  uneafinefs  and  pain,  he 
looked  down  his  throat,  which  appearing  raw 
and  ulceratedy  alarmed  him  greatly. 

He  had  feveral  broad  tawny  fpots  upon  his 
•breaft  and  body,  refembling  Bran.  I found 
the  T^onfil  Glands  almofl.  eaten  away,  and  the 
paffage  behind  the  Uvula  full  of  Jmall  Ulcers. 
September  the  5th,  he  began  with  the  Lijhon 
Diet-Drinky  which  in  ten  days  cleared  his  fkin 
of  the  Eruptions,  and  fenfibly  relieved  his 
throat,  not  being  able  to  fwallow  till  then, 
without  violent  pain  behind  his  ears  3 in  a fort- 
night, the  inflammation  abated,  the  ulcers 
grew  clean,  and  feemed  difpofed  for  healing, 
which  was  entirely  effected  at  the  end  of  three 
weeks  3 but,  for  his  greater  fecurity,  he  con- 
tinued the  Diet-Drink  a week  longer,  and  was 
then  perfectly  cured : it  kept  his  body  laXy  in- 
creafed  his  quantity  of  urine,  and  promote^ 
ferjpiration.

l^oEUirnal  Pains  in  the  Head^  a Caries  of  the 
Bones  of  the  Nofe  and  Palate^  with  Ulceration 
of  the  'Tonfils  and  Uvula, 

gEPTEMBER  the  14th,  1757,  Mr.  Wielxmd^ 
a Gold  Watch-chafer,  of  a flendcr  conili- 
tution,  aged  fifty-three,  by  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Mr.  Ohoruy  his  Apothecary y at  Clerken^ 
well-greeny  applied  to  rne  j about  feven  years 
before  he  had  been  conftantly  troubled  with  noc^ 
iurnal  painsy  which  deprived  him  of  his  natural 
reft. 

He  often  felt  indolent  pains,  extending  to- 
wards the  ears,  with  a JenJe  of  a weight  acrofs 
his  nofcy  which  proved  the  unlucky  forerunner 
of  what  afterwards  happened,  vix,  a d^cay  of 
the  Cartilage  and  Bones  ; at  length  the  infide  of 
his  nofe  was’  ulcer  at  edy  and  fo  filled  up  with 
jeahsy  that  it  was  with  the  greateft  difficulty  he 
could  breathe.  In  picking  the  nofe,  and  at- 
tempting to  blow  it,  feveral  pieces  of  the  de^ 
cayed  hone  came  away,  one  of  which  was  as 
large  as  the  finger  nail,  which  I have  in  my  pof-- 
Jeff  on.  The  nofe  was  then  confiderably  de- 
prefTed,  fo  as  to  disfigure  the  face ; and  in  this 
unhappy  fituation  he  was  in  defpairy  and  la- 
boured under  the  dreadful  apprehenfions  of  dy- 
ing by  inches,  as  every  method  had  been  tried  in 
vain.  Half  a year  after,  an  inflammation  fell 
upon  his  eyes,  and  for  a confiderable  time  he  was 
almoft  blind,  but  totally  fo  in  the  right  eycy  inaf- 

much 
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much  as  not  even  to  diftinguifh  the  light  of  a 
candle.  Soon  after  he  was  attacked  with  a fore 
throat,  and  ulceration  of  the  Uvula  and  ^onfil 
Glands.  At  this  time  he  put  himfelf  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Ohorn^  his  Jpothecary,  He  tried 
fumigation,  and  the  feveral  Mercurial  Prepara- 
tions^ but  particularly  the  Blue  Pill,  with  a 
firong  decodiion  of  Sarjaparilla,  but  without  the. 
wiihed-for  efFe61:  $ for  the  Ulcers  ftill  continued 
in  a corroding  (late,  and  foon  after  another 
Ulcer  made  its  appearance  on  the  roof  of  his 
mouth,  which  deftroyed  the  Palate-Bone  quite 
through. — Finding  his  difeafe  thus  uncommonly 
inveterate^  and  fo  deeply  rooted  in  his  conftitu- 
tion  by  length  of  time,  he  began  to  loje  all 
hopes  of  a curey  as  well  as  the  patient y who 
feemed  finking  very  faft.  In  this  condition  he 
came  with  him  to  me. — I found  both  the  ^onjil 
Glands  confumed  by  Ulcers  \ the  Uvula  was 
eaten  away  at  its  bafis,  and  hung  by  a fmall 
thread  ready  to  drop  into  the  throat,  which  was 
therefore  fnipped  * off  with  the  probe-feifTors ; 
the  Ulcer  on  the  roof  of  his  mouth  had  made 
its  way  through  the  Palate-BonCy  and  was  large 
enough  to  admit  a goofe- quill,  fo  that  the  li- 
quids he  attempted  to  fwallow  were  forced 
through  this  holCy  and  gufhed  out  at  his  nofe  j 
which  obliged  him  to  hold  a handkerchief  to 
his  face,  to  hinder  it  from  being  perceived. 
September  the  i6th,  he  began  a courfe  of  the

Lijbon 
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UJbon  'Diet-'Drinky  which  generally  fweated  him 
night  and  mornings  and,  though  thefe  fwcats 
were  fometimes  prcfufe,  he  found  both  his 
ilrength  and  fpirits  better  than  before ; his 
quantity  of  urine  was  alfo  increafed,  and  he 
had  generally  two  motions  every  day.  On  the 
23d,  the  inflammation  of  the  throat  feemed 
abating,  and  the  Ulcers  looked  cleaner;  he 
could  fwallow  with  lefs  difficulty  and  pain,  and 
had  a craving  ftomach,  with  better  digeftion. 
About  the  30th,  the  Ulcers  in  the  throat  healed 
apace,  and  the  hole  in  the  roof  of  his  mouth 
unexpeftedly  began  to  fill  up  with  granulations 
of  found  flefh  ; he  could  now  fwallow  without 
regurgitation  of  liquids  through  the  nofe,  and 
in  five  weeks  all  the  Ulcers  "in  his  throat  were 
perfedUy  healed,  and  the  hole  in  the  palate  was 
firmly  clofed,  fo  as  not  to  allow  one  drop  of  li- 
quor to  efcape  into  the  nofe.  By  this* time  he 
v/as  in  good  fpirits,  got  ftrength  very  fafl,  and 
at  the  end  of  fix  weeks  left  off  the  Medicine^  per- 
feoily  cured.  I have  taken  the  fate  of  this  cafe 
from  the  patient  s own  mouth ; and  it  is  at  his 
requefy  and  his  Apothecary' Sy  I here  infert  it. 

CASE  VII. 

Ulceration  of  the  left  ^onfil  Gland,  with  a Ve^ 
nereal  ^umor  on  the  infide  of  the  throat,  Juc- 
ceeding  an  old  Gonorrhcea. 

QCTOBER  the  7th,  1757,  Mr.  B.  an  Apo- 
thecary, in  ^itchfield-ftreety  aged  twenty- 
fevcn,  of  a thin  emaciated  habit  of  body,  ap- 

plied 
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plied  to  me.  About  three  years  before,  he 
contraded  a virulent  Genorrheea,  which  was  re- 
moved in  a few  weeks,  except  afmail  difeharge 
which  continued ; but,  having  no  marks  of  w- 
nilence^  he  neglecfled  -it  as  a fmple  Gleet,  pro- 
ceeding from  mere  relaxation ; in  this  manner 
it  remained  about  two  years.  At  length  he 
perceived  a fwelling  in  the  left  Heftis,  which 
abated  by  the  ufe  of  Mercury  and  purging  phy- 
fic  : the  difeharge  flopped,  and  foon  after  he 
had  a fore  throat  with  Ulceration  of  the  left 
Tonfil  Gland,  fo  that  it  appears  plain  his  blood 
became  tainted  by  the  reliques  of  Venereal  Poi- 
Jm*  He  was  now  much  alarmed,  and  imme- 
diately began  a courfe  of  Mercurial  alteratives, 
with  a decodion  of  the  woods  notwithftanding 
which,  the  Ulcer  grew  larger,  and  appeared  in 
a foul  corroding  flate ; fmall  flefhy  granula- 
tions began  to  fhoot  out  from  the  ulcerated 
part,  which  he  endeavoured  to  deftroy  by  ef- 
charotics,  &c.  He  tried  different  prepara- 
tions of  Mercury,  in  order  to  deftroy  that  Ve- 
nereal caufe  which  gave  rife  to  the  Ulcer,  and 
to  reftrain  the  e^crefcence,  exactly  reprefented  by 
the  annexed  Print  notwithftanding  which  he 
perceived  it  every  day  growing  larger.  In  twelve 
months  the  tumor  was  fo  enormoufly  enlarged 
downwards  and  acrofs  his  throat,  that  it  was 
with  the  utmoft  difficulty  he  could  breathe, 
fwallow,  or  fpeak  diftindly.  Whilll  in  bed, 
he  breathed  fo  laborioufly,  that  he  was  often 
obliged  fuddcnly  to  rife  up  in  the  night,  to 

avoid 
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avoid  the  danger  of  fufFocation.  He  applied 
to  me  foon  after,  in  a moft  languilhing  condi- 
tion indeed,  being  extremely  wafted  and  worn 
away  from  anxiety  of  mind  and  the  want  of 
ileep,  and  nouriftiment.  He  was  now  unable 
to  fwallow  any  Jolid  foody  and  therefore  obliged 
to  live  upon  broth,  milk,  &c.  I extirpated  the 
tumor  with  fome  difficulty  and  deftroyed  the 
roots  of  it  by  the  cauft.  lunar,  indofed  in  a 
lilver  canula,  and  cautioufly  conveyed  down  his 
throat  to  the  affedted  part-  A few  days  after- 
wards, as  fbon  as  he  could  fwallow,  he  began 
the  Lijbcn  Diet-Drinky  which  fweated  him  night 
and  morning,  and  proved  fo  remarkably 
that,  contrary  to  his  ufual  cuftom,  he  was  often 
obliged  to  rife  from  bed  in  the  night.  The 
Medicine  generally  procured  him  two  lax  ftools 
each  day:  towards  the  end  of  the  courfe,  he 
had  a good  ftomach,  and  got  ftrength  very  faft. 
In  a month,  the  fore  in  his  throat  was  healed. 
He  is  fince  grown  fat,  remains  perfedly  well, 
and  is  free  from  every  venereal  fymptom  3 ha- 
ving a few  days  ago  been  favoured  with  the  par- 
ticulars of  this  cafe  from  his  own  mouth,  toge- 
ther with  his  warmeji  acknowledgements  for  my 
care  and  attention  to  his  fafety.

CASE  VIII. 

Buhoy  Blotches  on  the  Pudenday  with  Shankersy. 
and  a virulent  Difcharge, 

■^^OVEMBER  the  24th,  1757,  I was  fentfor 
to  a Lady  in  Clarges-Jlreety  of  a florid 
complexion,  aged  twenty-four. 

The  Pudenda  was  full  of  Blotches y which 
had  made  deep  fpreading  fores,  and  excoriated 
the  next  fiirrounding  parts.  The  next  day  Ihe 
began  a courfe  of  the  Lijhon  Diet-Drinky  which 
perfe6tiy  agreed  with  her  ftomach : it  ufually 
gave  her  two  or  three  lax  motions  each  day,, 
fweated  her  a little  at  night,  and  In  the  day  in- 
creafed  her  quantity  of  urine.  The  inflamma- 
tory fymptoms  foon  went  off,  and  the  difeharge 
from  the  Ulcers  was  much  abated.  She  pur- 
fued  this  courfe  about  a month  ; during  which 
the  Bubo  dlfperfed,.  and  the  fores  were  perfedlly 
healed  without  any  external  application,  ex- 
cepting a lotion  of  milk  and  water.  She  has 
fince  remained  free  from  every  venereal  fymp- 
tom.

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C A S E IX. 

Venereal  Scrophula. 

No5lurnal  Pains  in  the  Heady  Shanker  and  hard 
Jcrophulous  Swellings  under  the  Chin^  and  be- 
hind the  EarSy  after  Salivation, 

JULY  the  25th,  1758,  an  Officer  in  the  army, 
of  a flender  habit  of  body,  applied  to  me 
for  advice,  on  the  day  of  his  arrival  in  London y 
from  a didant  part  of  the  country;  where  he 
had  undergone  a Jalivation  for  an  old  venereal 
complaint.  He  told  me  that,  fome  time  after 
the  falivation,  his  fymptoms  returned,  and  were 
dill  evidently  venereal,  and  that  he  was  advifed 
to  take  a decoblion  of  the  farfaparillay  with  Join- 
tion  of  fublimatey  which  he  thought  of  fome 
fervice  to  him  at  firft ; but,  though  he  purfued 
the  .ufe  of  it  for  a long  time,  he  again  became 
bad  as  ever,  and  therefore,  being  diffiatisfied, 
haftened  up  to  town  for  my  advice. 

When  he  applied  to  me,  he  was  much  ema- 
ciated, and  apparently  confumptive.  He  was 
conftantly  troubled  with  nobiurnal  pains  in  the 
head  at  night,  which  hindered  him  from  fleeping 
till  the  morning,  when  they  abated ; he  had  a 
large  fhanker  on  the  Prepuce,  and  the  Glands 
under  his  chin  and  behind  the  ears  were  hard, 
painful,  and  much  enlarged.  He  began  a 
courfe  of  Lijhon  Diet-Drinky  which  procured 
him  immediate  relief.'  In  five  or  fix  days  the  noc- 
turnal pains  were  abated,  and  the  Shanker 
healed  foon  after ; the  glandular  JwellingSy  in- 
deed, 
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deed,  did  not  difappear  till  towards  the  end  of 
five  weeks,  at  which  time  he  left  off  the  Medi- 
cine, and  was  free  from  all  venereal  fym^ toms. 


CASE  X. 

Virulent  Gonorrhoea  of  long  Continuance. 

0CTOBER  the  29th,  1758,  a tradefman  ap- 
plied to  me  with  an  old  Gonorrhoea  : He  had 
taken  great  quantities  of  Mercury  and  purging 
Phyfic,  which  did  not  eradicate  the  difeafe,  for 
the  difcharge  was  high-coloured  and  virulent, 
OEioher  the  30th,  he  began  with  the  Diet-Drink^ 
and  in  three  weeks  was  ferfe^ly  cured. 

CASE  XL 


Old  Shankers  breaking  out  after  Salivation, 

^PRIL  the  2 1 ft,  1759,  a gentleman  of  for- 
tune defired  my  advice : He  was  of  a thin 
delicate  habit  of  body,  and  appeared  confump- 
live : — He  told  me  that,  a few  months  before, 
he  had  been  recommended  to  me  by  a gentle- 
man at  Plymouthy  for  the  cure  of  an  old  vene- 
real complainty  and  that  he  came  to  London  ac  - 
cordingly j but  on  his  arrival,  was  perfuaded  to 
undergo  a falivationy  by  which  the  fymptoms 
of  his  difeafe  feemed  to  be  carried  off.  The 
violence  of  this  courfe  greatly  impaired  his 
ftrength,  and  brought  on  a Jpitting  of  blood 
from  the  lungSy  which  in  the  end  proved  the 
occafion  of  his  death,  A few  weeks  after  the 

Salivation, 
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Salivation,  the  old  Jhankers  broke  out  again, 
which  was  the  reafon  of  his  applying  to  me  : 

I directed  him  the  Diet-Drink  for  three  weeks, 
by  v/hich  the  (hankers  were  healed  v/ithout  any  , 
relapfe.  He  afterwards  left  town,  and  went  to 
his  father’s  country- feat  in  HuntmgdonJJjirey 
where  I heard  he  languKhed  feveral  months, 
and,  being  worn  away  to  a (keleton,  at  laft  Junk 
under  the  /pitting  of  bloody  and  his  other  con- 
Jumptive  ailments^  which  were  evidently  brought 
on  by  the  Salivation, 

CASE  XIL 

Swelling  of  the  Teftesy  Excre/cences  on  the  Gians 
and  Prepucey  and  Blotches  on  the  Head  and 
Bodyy  of  four  Tears  continuance. 


A Gentleman  of  a corpulent  habit,  aged 
thirty-two,  near  four  years  before  con- 
trafled  a virulent  Gonorrhoea,  with  Jhankers 
on  the  Gians  and  Prepuce,  which,  by  the  ufe 
of  internal  medicines  difappeared.  In  a few 
months  the  difeafe  broke  out  with  all  the  fymp- 
toms  of  a confirmed  Lues ; the  patient  being 
conftantly  troubled  with  nocturnal  pains  in  the 
Ihins,  and  Eruptions  on  his  Head,  Arms,  and 
other  parts  of  the  Body. 

The  Teftes  were  enormoufly  enlarged,  parti- 
cularly the  left,  being  alfoextremely  hard,  and  in 
a manner  jehirrous.  The  Gians  and  Prepuce 
were  befet  with  warts  and  flefhy  excrefcences. 

Hpril  the  loth,  1760,  I dire(51:ed  himacourfe 
of  the  Lijbon  Diet-Drinky  which  fweated  him 

gently. 
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^entlys  and  generally  procured  him  two  lax 
motions  each  day.  On  the  22d  of  the  fame 
month,  being  difappointed  of  feeing  me,  I re- 
ceived a line  from  him  with  the  following  ac- 
count, viz.  That  his  fymptoms  were  much 
abated,,  and  every  thing  changed  for  the  bet- 
terj  that  the  hatd  lumps  which  lay  under  the 
difcoloured  places  on  the  arm,  were  va- 
nifhed,  and  the  Teftes  gradually  reduced  in 
fize.’’  He  thus  continued  growing  better, 
and  in  a month  his  Ikin  was  perfe6Uy  fmooth, 
his  head  clear  of  Eruptions,  the  Teftes  free 
from  pain  and  hardnefs,  and  returned  to  their 
natural  ftate,  without  any  relapfe^ 

CASE  Xlli. 

Enlargement  of  the  Teftes,  with  thick  jealy  Erup^ 
tionSy  and  preternatural  Induration  of  the 
Scrotum, 

an  Ironmonger  in  King-ftreet,  kFeftminfter, 
aged  thirty,  applied  to  me  September  27th, 
1761.  About  twelve  months  before,  he  had 
contradled  a venereal  complaint,  which  ftrft 
fliewed  itfelf  by  the  appearance  of  a Jhanker  on 
the  Gians.  He  was  recommended  to  me  for 
advice,  by  Mr.  Branjhy,  his  apothecary,  of 
Curzon-ftreety  May-Fair,  I direded  the  fero- 
turn  to  be  fufpended  in  a bag-trufs,  and  put 
him  upon  a courfe  of  the  Biet-Brinky  by  which 
the  fweliing  of  the  Teftes  gradually  difappear- 
ed,  the  ferotum  threw  off  its  thick  crafty  fcab, 
C and 
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and  the  Jhanker  healed.  In  the  fpace  of  a 
month  he  left  oiF  the  Medicine,  cured, 

CASE  XIV. 

Scorbutic  Ulcer  and  Swelling  of  the  Leg* 

^APTxA.IN  Thomas,  of  Halfmoon-ftreet, 
Piccadillyy  of  a grofs  habit  of  body,  aged 
twenty-eight,  applied  to  me  with  a Jcorhutic 
fore  on  the  leg,  which  he  attributed  to  irregular 
living,  with  the  excefs  of  heats  and  cold  which 
he  was  obliged  to  undergo  with  the  troops 
abroad.

tirely fubfided,  and  his  habit  of  body  was  much 
changed  in  all  refpeds  for  the  better.

pEBRUARY  the  5th,  1762,  a Linen-draper 
at  Brentford  applied  to  me  for  advice:  His 
fkin,  particularly  on  the  Hands,  Head,  and 
Face,  was  thickly  covered  with  a white  thin

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pelirdej  like  gold-beaters  fkin,  which  from 
time  to  time  peeled  off,  and  v/as  again  fuc- 
ceeded  by  more  of  the  fame  kind.

Fie  had  been  fubjed:  to  many  Jevere  at- 
tacks of  the  Gouty  and  his  Hands y Wriftsy  and 
Fingers y were  fo  contraFcedy  that  he  was  not  able 
to  write  or  hold  a pen',  his  afpedt  was  fickly 
and  pale,  and  his  pulfe  weak  5 in  fbort,  he  la- 
boured under  every  fymptom  which  indicated  a 
pattered  confiitutioUy  and  a parpy  impoveriped 
fate  of  the  Blood. 

April  the  27th,  1762,  he  began  a courfe^f 
the  Lip  on  Diet -Dr  inky  which  agreed  withliim 
perfedtly  well  \ in  the  fpace  of  a month  the  pa- 
ralytic numbnefs  of  his  Hands  and  Arms  went 
off,  and  his  FingerSy  from  a contraCledy  torpid 
Jiate,  became  wanuy  flexible,  and  flrongy  fo  that

In  this  (late  he  w'as 
able  to  bear  exercife  in  his  coach,  and  foon  af- 
ter left  London  for  Luhliny  from  whence  he  pro- 
pofed  returning,  the  next  Spring,  to  repeat  the 
ufe  of  the  Medicine  ; but,  the  year  following, 
Mr.  Fijher  fhevved  me  a letter  from  him,  in 
which,  with  much  politenefs  and  gratitude,  he 
mentioned  his  perfedi:  cure ; having,  to  the  fur- 
prife  of  all  his  acquaintance,  continued  in  good 
health  from  the  time  of  his  leaving  London.

A Married  Lady  near  Guildhall,  of  a confump- 
tive,  delicate  habit  of  Body,  applied  to 
me  for  advice.  She  had  dry  jealy  Eruptions  on 
her  head  and  face,  and  was  fubject  to  the  Fluor 
Albus,  which  had  very  much  reduced  her,  and 
brought  on  pains  in  her  Back  and  Loins,  with 
lofs  of  appetite  and  a flow  Heblic  Fever.  Au- 
guft  the  i6th,  1762,  (he  began  to  take  the  D/V/- 
Drink,  which  promoted  a gentle  perfpiration, 
and  kept  her  body  laxative,  without  the  lead  di- 
minution of  ftrength.

a young  ftiident  from  Cambridge  ap- 
plied to  me  with  an  Ulcer  in  his  throat, 
which  for  many  months  had  been  treated  as  ve- 
nereal by  his  Surgeon  there  : He  put  him  upon 
a Mercurial  courfey  during  which,  he  had  Jpt 
Jeveral  weeks  j he  afterwards  gave  him  a ftrpng 
decoction  of  the  woodSy  but  the  fbrenefs  and  ul- 
ceration of  the  throat  ftill  continued,  with  ex- 
ceflive  De.afnefs, 

As  he  at  firft  came  to  town  for  my  advice,  he 
went  back  again  to  CambridgCy  where  a gentle- 
man of  the  profeflion  endeavoured  to  diffuade 
him  from  taking  the  Diet-Urinky  telling  him  it 
would  not  fucceed,  on  account  of  the  extreme 
coldnejs  of  the  feafon  ; however,  he  returned  to 
LondoUy  and  took  a lodging  in  Rider -Jlreety  St, 
James' Sy  where  I attended  him.

A Gentleman  of  fortune,  who  lodged  in  Souths 
Jlreet,  Berkeley -fquare,  applied  to  me  : he 
had  been  /alivated  a few  mionths  before,  and 
afterwards  went  through  a courfe  of  mercurial 
alteratives,  for  an  ulcer  in  his  throat : the  right 
tonfil  gland  was  almoft  totally  confumed,  and 
the  ulcer  feemed  fpreading  to  the  contiguous 
parts.  He  complained  of  much  forenefs,  with 
ciifiiculty  in  fwaliowing,  and  a fenfe  of  fulnefs 
in  the  throat.  April  the  29th,  1763,  he  began 
v;ith  the  Diet-Drink  \ after  the  firft  three  or 
four  days,  there  was  a vifible  alteration  in  the 
ulcer  for  the  better,  which  healed  without  inter- 
ruption in  the  fpace  of  one  month.

corpulent,  and  fubjedt  to  the  Gout,  Several 
years  before,  the  Ligaments  of  his  left  knee 
were  violently  fprained,  which  brought  on  a 
long-continued  lamenefs,  with  fwellings  of  the 
leg  from  the  knee  to  the  ancle.  He  was  advi- 
fed  by  Sir  John  Pringle  to  try  the  hot- baths  at 
Aix  la  Chapelk'y  by  the  ufe  of  which,  the  fwel- 
ling  fubfided,  and  the  Leg  was  almoft  reduced 
to  its  natural  fize.

Jaundice  y his  Leg  allb  growing  worfe,  he  left 
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it  off,  went  to  Harrowgate  to  drink  the  waters, 
and  returned  nnuch  recovered.  Next  year  he 
returned  to  Harrowgate,  but  without  the  fame 
relief i his  Leg  broke  out  with  deep  Jcorhutic 
JoreSy  which  overfpread  the  Hands  and  Arms. 
His  appetite  left  him,  his  quantity  of  urine 
was  fmall,  and  high-coloured ; he  was  thirfty 
and  feverifh,  and  a vaft  degree  of  /welling  ap- 
peared on  his  legs  and  thighs,  indicating  an  ap- 
proaching Bropfy, 

May  the  i8th,*  1763,  he  began  a courfe  of 
the  Lijhon  Diet-Brink^  during  which  I recom- 
rnended  to  him  the  ufe  of  the  temperate  bath  ;

Rhsumatijm^  with  hcllozv  Ulcer  on  the  KneCy 
and  Enlargement  of  the  Jointy  tending  to  a 
White  Swelling. 

gEPTEMBER  the  9th,  1763,  I was  Tent  for 
to  vint  Mrs-  Beardy  of  Trinity-laney  in  the 
city ; flie  had  for  a long  time  been  afflicted  with 
a /welling  on  her  knee,  attended  with  great 
pain,  inflammation,  and  lamenefs  : The  fkin 
upon  the  knee-pan  was  perforated  with  a num- 
ber of  /mail  holeSy  or  deep  ulcerous  JoreSy  like  a 
honeycomb  ; the  difeafed  fldn  v/as  hollov/  under- 
neath, and  difcharged  a fnarp  ichorous  hu- 
mour, v^hich  excoriated  the  furrounding  parts. 
She  had  the  advice  and  affiftance  of  Mr.  Botty 
who,  from  the  great  enlargement  of  the  joint, 
fufpedbed  the  bones  to  be  aiTedted,  and  that  the 
complaint  would  end  in  a white  Jwellingy  which 
would  endanger  the  lofs  of  her  limb.

fwcats,  and  Diarrhoea,  which  had  waded  him  to 
a fkeleton ; and  indeed  (by  the  patient’s  own 
account)  it  appeared,  that  his  confiitution  had 
fuffered  more  from  the  immoderate  life  of  Mer- 
cury, and  the  prepofterous  exhibition  of  ftrong 
purging  Medicines,  than  from  the  Diteafe  itfelfi 
January  the  22d,  1764,  he  began  to  take  the

Hill’ftreety  Berkeley -/quare. 

April  the  17th,  1765,  he  began  the  Biet» 
Drinky  which  operated  gently  by  ftooly  and  much 
increajed  the  urinary  dijcharge  \ after  taking  the 
Medicine  a few  weeks,  his  appetite  and  flrength 
increafed,  the  copper-coloured  fpots  began  to 
grow  paler,  and  gradually  difappeared.  At 
the  end  of  feven  weeks  he  left  off  the  Medi- 
cine perfeBly  curedy  and  afterwards  fettled  in 
the  country,  where  he  has  fince  continued  in 
perfed  health,  and  from  thence  recommended 
two  patients  to  my  care.  CASE

Venereal  Conjumption, 

^Gentleman  in  London^  at  the  requefl  of  his 
friend,  (a  perfon  of  diftlndllon^  then  at  Va^ 
riSi)  and  from  whom  he  had  juft  received  a 
Letter,  with  a ftate  of  his  cafe,  was  defired  to 
alk  my  opinion  concerning  it. 

Soon  as  he  arrived,  I vifited  him  in  York 
Buildings i and  found  his  cafe  nearly  as  it  had 
been  reprefented  by  his  friend.  He  had  no 
venereal  fymptom,  except  a gonorrhoea,  which 
feemed  rather  to  arife  from  weaknefs  and  relax- 
ation, than  any  remaining  Virus, 

He  was  of  a delicate  habit,  and  evidently 
eonfumptivey  having  a tightnefs  and  opprefllon 
acrofs  his  breaft,  with  weak  ulcerated  lungs, 
from  which  he  had  formerly  fpit  purulent  matter 
mixed  with  Blood,  The  Phyftcians  of  Mont^ 
pelier,  where  he  had  been  advifed  to  go  for  the 
recovery  of  his  health,  afcribed  his  complaints 
to  a latent  venereal  caufcy  and  looked  upon  his 
cafe  as  a true  venerealy  pulmonary  confumption ; 
finding  no  relief  there,  he  went  to  Paris,  and 
from  thence  fet  out  for  London,  with  intention 
perfonally  to  confult  me,  and  to  take  the  Lif- 
hon  Diet^Drink, 

April  the  aift,  1766,  he  began  to  take  that 
Medicine,  which  he  regularly  purfued  for  the 
fpace  of  a month,  during  which  the  gleet  dif-

Merchant’s  Lady  near  Aldertnanbury y of  lax 
fibres,  and  delicate  conflltution,  applied  to 
me  for  advice  : flie  had  long  been  troubled  with 
Fluor  Alhusy  Jcurfy  tetter  oils  Eruptions  on  her 
head,  and  ulcerous  rmmingjores  behind  her  ears. 
I prefcribed  her  the  Biet-Brinky  with  which  fhe 
began  the  8th  of  Mayy  1766  i it  promoted  a 
plentiful  fecretion  of  urine,  and  proved  gently 
laxative.  In  fix  weeks  the  ulceration  behind 
her  ears  v/as  healed,  her  head  was  clear  of  the 
tetter ous  EruptionSy  and  the  Fluor  Albus  was  to- 
tally taken  away.

the  beginning  of  May,  1766,  I was  fud- 
denly  feized  with  a violent  fwimming  in  my 
head,  which  continued  near  an  hour,  and  in 

fuch 
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fuch  a manner  as  to  make  me  reel  like' one  that 
v/as  drunk.  January  6^ y I was  again  fo 

violently  feized  with  it,  as  to  fall,  and  every 
thing  feemed  to  turn  round  ^ it  laded  but  a 
little  time,  but  left  me  very  weak.  I applied 
for  advice,  and  was  ordered  Barky  Valeriany 
and  other  Medicines  ; but  with  little  elFed,  for 
I was  again  attacked  dill  m.ore  violently  in  j<z- 
maryy  5768.  In  February y it  attacked  me  a- 
gain,  and  weakened  my  whole  frame  fo  much, 
that  I have  never  fmce  had  my  health  as  ufual. 
In  the  month  of  September y I v/as  ordered  fea- 
bathing,  by  which  I found  fome  little  benefit. 
My  ftomach,  however,  was  bad  and  foul,  which 
obliged  me  to  take  frequent  vomits  \ at  lead: 
every  three  weeks.  I had  great  v/earinefs  and 
inadtivity  in  my  limbs,  like  one  tired  with  hard 
Exercife.  My  fingers  would  /crnstimes  Jwelly 
and  my  nails  turn  blacky  after  which  they  would 
look  yellow y and  the  flcin  peel  off:  when  the 
complaint  fettled  in  my  fingers,  my  head  was 
perfedlly  flrong  and  clear,  and  I was  remark- 
ably well  in  health.  I have  all  my  life  been 
fubjedl  to  Jharpnefs  in  my  bloody  and  inflamma- 
tion in  my  eyes,  with  Eruptions  on  my  Head ; 
for  which  I had  an  iflue  cut,  but  with  very  little 
benefit.  All  the  Phyficians  agree,  that  my  dif- 
order  proceeds  from  a Humor  in  my  bloody  but 
differ  in  opinion  as  to  its  nature : fome  call  it 
Rheumatic y others.

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Weeks  after,  I received  a letter  dated  nth' of 
January,  1770 ; of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy,  verbatim.

Juniftive,  bilious  habit,  who  had  himfelf 
been  cured  by  the  Diet -Brink  the  year  before, 
of  a complaint  arifing  from  an  unfound  liver, 
attended  with  yellow  furfuraceous  Eruptions  on 
the  Ikin,  brought  his  wife  to  London,  to  take 
the  fame  Medicine.

henfive  the  Difeafe  was  not  eradicated,  as  the 
fymptoms  did  not  abate.

Heighway,  a gentleman  of  fortune,  for- 
merly an  Officer  in  the  Horfe-Guards,  was 
recommended  to  me  by  Mr.  Halesy  Apothecary, 
in  Hillftreety  Berkeley  flquarey  for  a complaint 
in  his  Eyes,  for  which  he  had  taken  many  Me- 
dicines, and  applied  a variety  of  Lotions  and 
Eye-Waters,  He  was  fubjed:  to  an  acute  Head- 
ach  y his  Eyes  were  fo  painful  and  bloodffiot, 
that  the  lead  light  was  intolerable,  and  his  fight 
greatly  impaired. 

After  I had  diredled  him  to  be  blooded,  he 
began  the  Diet-Drinky  December  21ft,  1768,  and 
in  fix  weeks  was  perftdlly  cured,  without  any 
relapfe.

W — bb,  a Merchant,  in  London^  from 
an  old  venereal  cauje  of  many  years  hand- 
ing, and  the  ahufe  cf  Mercury^  was  reduced 
to  the  laft  degree  of  bodily  weaknefs,  with  great 
dejedlion  of  Jpirits^  and  a defponding  melan- 
choly hate  of  mind.  He  had  taken  decodtions 
cf  JarJaparilla  with  Juhlimatey  tried  the  fait- 
wacer  and  fea-bathing  at  Margate,  and  after 
his  return  from  thence,  by  the  dire6Hon  of  his 
A pothecary  at  Uxbridge,  he  took  the  Peruvian 
Bark  and  Valerian  in  draughts,  thrice  a day, 
for  feven  weeks,  but  with  little  relief.  Had  the 
Lifbon  Diet-Brink  been  continued  ' half  as  long, 
and  with  no  better  effetl,  I prefume  the  Apothecary 
would  have  thought  it  high  time  for  the  patient 
to  have  left  it  off. 

His  countenance  was  pale,  and  tinged  with 
a yellow  hue : He  had  an  indolent  pain  in 
the  region  of  his  Liver,  v/ith  Jwelled  Legs,  a 
fow  Fever,  Phirft,  and  lojs  of  appetite.

W — rd,  Lieutenant  of  a King's  fhip, 
^ had,  for  feveral  years,  laboured  under  the 
above  complaints,  from  an  old  venereal  cauje^ 
for  which  he  had  taken  large  quantities  of  Mer- 
curyy  deco5iions  of  the  woodSy  &c.  but,  by  his 
own  account,  had  lived  a very  irregular  and  in- 
temperate life.  That  Eye  contiguous  to  the 
Fiftula  was  greatly  inflamed,  and  the  fight  much 
impaired.  Sanious  matter  iflued  from  the  hol- 
low Ulcer  on  his  Forehead  ; and,  from  the  oily 
offenfive  difcharge,  there  was  reafon  to  believe 
the  Bone  underneath  was  decayed. 

He  began  the  Diet-Drinky  November  12th, 
177c,  and  continued  it  for  upwards  of  a month, 
with  great  amendment  to  his  general  habit  of 
body,  and  an  abatement  of  all  the  fympcoms. 
For  his  greater  fecurity  he  repeated  his  courfe 
of  the  Medicine  fome  time  after,  and  then  ap-

Birkcs,  a Sadler  in  the  Hay-market,  /or 
upwards  of  four  years  had  been  fubjedt 
to  the  above  diforders  j for  which,  almolt  every 
feafon,  he  took  fait  water ^ and  bathed  in  the 
Sea.  He  had  alfo  been  at  Bathy  and  drank 
the  water  with  confiderable  relief',  but,  before 
he  applied  to  me,  the  pain  and  oppreffion  at  his 
Jlomach  returned,  attended  with  JVind  and  Indi~ 
geftiony  a daily  lofs  of  delh  and  bodily  ftrength, 
and  a pale  fickly  afpedl,. 

September  21ft,  177I)  he  began  with  the  Biet-

\|RS.  Wifdem,  of  Barnety  a married  lady,  of

aged  forty- fix,  after  the  difappearance  of  the 
pcriodical'difcharge,  was  fuddenly  affeded  with 
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acute  pain  under  her  fhort  ribs,  which  darted 
upwards,  and,  fixing  in  her  neck,  produced  a 
glandular  JwelUng  which  gradually  increafed 
to  the  fize  of  a large  walnut,  attended  with 
forenefs,  and  a crlmfon-coloured  inflammation 
of  the  flcin.  By  the  ufe  of  poultices,  the  fwel- 
ling  fuppurated,  and  being  opened  by  the  lancet 
afterv/ards  healed. 

Soon  after,  another  large  Kernel  broke,  like 
the  former.  In  this  manner  five  of  the  glands 
of  the  neck  were  affedled  with  pain  and  fwelling, 
and  impofthumated.  When  fhe  applied  to  me, 
the  fores  had  a livid^  cancerous  appearance y and 
difcharged  a fharp,  corroding  humour,  which 
excoriated  the  furrounding  parts ; there  was 
alfo  one  very  large  dfieajed  gland  in  her  neck, 
which  afterwards  appeared  likely  to  produce  a 
gathering  of  matter.

^APTAIN  Blake^  who  commanded  a fhip  in 
the  Weli-Inaia  trade,  was  recommended  to 
me  by  Mr.  Lovelace^  a wine -merchant  in  BriJ- 
tol,  from  whence  he  came  to  London  to  put  him- 
fdf  under  my  care.  He  had  long  fufFered  much 
from  anxiety  of  mind,  the  liberal  uje  of  Mercury, 
and  over -fatigue  in  hot  climates.  His  ftrength 
and  appetite  were  greatly  impaired,  and  his  Bo- 
dy much  waded;  he  had  wandering  pains  in  his 
legs  and  arms,  with  forenefs  of  the  flefhy  parts, 
as  if  they  had  been  bruifed,  with  a fow  nervous 
Fever,  and  great  dejebiion  of  fpirits:  In  fhort, 
fuch  was  his  diforder,  that  it  indicated  a broken 
conftitution,  and  apparent  confumption, 

September  i8th,  1774,  he  began  a courfe  of 
Lijbon  Diet-Brink,  which  chiedy  operated  by 
urine,  and  in  the  morning  produced  a gentle 
moifture  on  his  flcin,  when  he  took  the  Medi- 
cine milk-warm  in  bed.  By  degrees,  his  ftrength 
and  appetite  increafed,  the  forenefs  of  the  flelhy 
parts,  and  the  pains  in  his  extremities,  were 
much  relieved.

Scorbutic  Itch. 

Peat,  London-ftreet,  Fenchurch-ftreet, 


before  her  return  home  from  boarding- 
fchool,  broke  our,  over  her  legs,  arms,  and 
body,  with  an  eruption  refembling  an  invete- 
rate itch.  She  was  weak,  pale,  and  much 
wafted  in  flefli,  often  fick  at  ftomach,  and  had 
loft  her  appetite,  fo  that  her  Relations  appre- 
hended fhe  was  falling  into  a Ccnfumption. 

Sept.  5 th,  i777>  Ihe  began  to  take  the  Diet-

^ I^ady  from  the  country,  of  a conflitution 
uncommonly  delicate,  and  great  fenfibiiity, 
was  recommended  to  me  for  advice  in  a com- 
plaint of  long  continuance.  She  was  often  af- 
fedled  with  palpitation  of  the  heart,  a nervous 
tremor,  and  fometimes  with  hyileric  fits  of  cry- 
ing from  flight  accidental  caufes.  But  the  prin- 
cipal reafon  of  her  diflrefs  arofe  from  a preter- 
natural thicknejs  and  induration  of  the  Jkin  on 
the  palms  of  her  hands,  and  infide  of  her  fin- 
gers. he  Jkin  was  changed  to  a horny  hardnejs, 
fo  that  when  fhe  endeavoured  to  extend  her  fin- 
gers, it  would  crack  and  bleed,  and  occafion 
the  moft  painful  and  difagreeable  fenfation,  ef- 
pecialiy  in  cold  weather. 

Having  taken  many  of  the  mod  powerful 
medicines  in  vain,  fire  feemed  almoft  entirely 
to  defpair  of  a cure. 

Sept,  29,  1777,  (lie  began  a courfe  of  Lijbon 
Diet  Nrinky  which  agreed  with  her  perfedlly 
well,  adling  as  a diuretic,  and  gentle  laxative. 
In  a few  weeks  fhe  was  apparently  better  5 the 
fkin  on  the  infide  of  her  hands  began  to  grow 
more  foft  and  flexible,  fo  that  (he  could  llretch 
out  her  fingers  almoft  to  their  full  extent.  She 
perfevered  in  the  ufe  of  the  Diet-Drink,  with

A Middle-aged,  married  Gentleman,  recom- 
mended^^to  my  care  ; by  intemperance,  and 
a frequent  difharge  of  blood  from  the  Pilp, 
was  greatly  emaciated  and  reduced.  ^ He  la- 
boured under  every  fymptom  which  indicated 
an  impoverifhed  blood,  and  broken  confiitution. 
He  found  his  flrength  daily  wafting,  being  fo 
enervated  and  impotenty  that  he  was  totally  in^- 
capable  of  all  venereal  intercourfe, 

December  14,  1778,  he  began  to  take  the 
Lijbon  Diet-Drinky  and  in  one  month  his 
ftrength  and  natural  vigor  was  reftored,  being 
now  in  good  health  and  fpirits ; which  I have 
no  doubt  he  will  enjoy,  as  long  as  he  thinks 
proper  to  continue  temperate.

ASTER  Lee,  of  ^een-ftreet,  Cheapfide^ 
was  for  a long  time  affeded  with  a Jcro^ 
phulous  /welling  under  his  chin,  and  an  ulcer  in 
his  throat,  by  which  he  lofb  his  voice,  and  could 
only  fpeak  in  whifpers-  He  had  alfo  a fiftula 
lacrymaUs,  difcharging  a thin,  corrofive  hu- 
mour, which  trickled  down  his  cheek,  and  ex- 
coriated the  fun*ounding  parts.  Though  he  was 
attended  by  an  eminent  Surgeon,  and  had  ta- 
ken many  medicines,  the  fore  did  not  difcover 
any  tendency  to  heal.  He  was  much  wafted, 
and  reduced  in  ftrength. 

May  the  4th,  1779,  I was  confulted  for  ad- 
vice by  his  parents,  who  put  him  under  my 
care.  A few  days  after,  he  began  a courfe  of 
Lijhon  Diet-Drink,  which  did  not  in  the  leaft 
dilturb  his  ftomach,  but  generally  procured  him 
two  lax  motions  each  day,  with  a very  copious  dij- 
charge  of  urine.

a fharp  thin  humour,  difeharged  a well-digefted 
cream-coloured  matter.  In  five  weeks,  without 
any  external  application^  it  healed  firm  and  found 
from  the  bottom,  and  fo  remains  to  the  prelent 
time.  For  his  greater  fecurity  the  Diet-Brink 
was  continued  a fortnight,  and  he  happily  ob- 
tained a perfe5l  cure.

Debility,  or  Impotency. 

A Gentleman  near  Grofuenorfquare,  by  the  re-

for  feveral  months.  She  had  a profufe  dif- 
charge,  with  violent  pains  in  her  back  and 
ioinsj  he6lic  fever,  night-fweats,  and  a hiffing 
noife  in  her  ears ; fhe  complained  mucli  of 
pains  upon  the  Jhin- bones,  and  acrojshe^  forehead 
and  noje,  with  a difagreeable  fenfation  of  weight. 
She  told  me,  that,  Trom  the  dihreffing  appre- 
henhons  of  never  being  cured,  and  fever . 
and  night-fweats,  (lie  had  often  been  deprived 
of  deep  for  many  nights  together. 

January  25th,  1779,  fhe  began  a courfe  of 
Diet -Drink ; but  was  foon  interrupted  by  taking 
cold,  which  brought  on  a fevere  bloody  flux 
however,  with  much  care  and  difficulty  fhe  got 
ever  it,  and  having  regained  a little  ftrength, 
by  the  bark  and  ether  Medicines,  which  1 di- 
rected, Die  again  began  the  Diet-Drink,  which 
file  found  foft,  and  comfortable  to  her  llomach 
and  bowels.

Young  married  lady,  in  Oxford-flreet,  by 
the  long  continuance  of  a profufe  uterine 
difeharge,  being  much  exhauited,  applied  to 

me. 
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me.  Her  lungs  were  apparently  weak  and  ten-- 
der,  fhe  was  fubjedt  to  a cow^h  and  opprejjion  at 
her  hreaft  \ which,  with  an  habitual  Diarrhoea, 
night -Jw eats,  and  Jlow  fever,  had  reduced  her 
to  a very  languiftiing  condition.  From  the 
daily  wafte  of  her  ftrength,  her  relations  appre- 
hended there  was  fome  inward  decay,  and  that 
without  fpeedy  relief  fhe  could  not  long  fur- 
vive. 

She  began  Diet-Drink  at  her  lodgings  in 
Brompton,  by  which,  in  about  a fortnight,  her 
ftrength  and  appetite  were  confiderably  reftored  : 
the  diarrhcea  and  night-fweats  abated,  and  at 
the  end  of  five  weeks,  the  uterine  difcharge, 
with  the  cough  and  opprefiion  at  her  breaft, 
went  off.

Pimpled  Face,  with  painful  M.enftr nation,  fffr.

^^Single  Gentlewoman  in  Weftminfter,  aged 
thirty-two,  had  long  been  troubled  with 
large  pimples,  and  rednejs  of  her  face  and  noje. 
She  was  often  fubjecl  to  fits  of  head-ach,  and 
a defluxion  of  fharp  rheum  upon  her  eyes, 

which 
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which  impaired  her  fight,  and  fo  much  exco- 
riated her  cheeks,  that,  below  the  eyes,  they  had 
a glafiy,  (hining  appearance,  as  if  they  had 
been  varnifhed.  For  the  laft  three  years  (he 
had  tried  many  Medicines,  but  found  no  lading 
relief.

Jackfon,  an  Officer’s  Widow,  whofe 
hufband  died  of  the  wounds  he  received 
at  Bunker  s -hilly  was  fubjeCt  to  a Jharpy  murF 
atic  acrimony  in  her  mouth  and  gums:  die  was 
condantly  afFeded  with  third,  and  a flow,  hec- 
tic 
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tic  fevers  her  legs  /welled^  and  her  habit  of 
body  was  bloated  and  fcorbutic.  Her  nerves 
were  uncommonly  fufceptible ; every  thing, 
which  gave  her  uneafinefs  or  fiirprife,  inflantly 
brought  on  flurry  of  fpirits,  palpitation  of  the 
heart,  and  flufhing  in  her  face,  from  which  a 
thin  pellicle,  like  gold-beater’s  Ikin,  peeled  oif. 
She  was  conftantly  troubled  with  a difagreeable, 
putrid*  tafte  in  her  mouth,  which  rendered  her 
Breath  fever ijh  and  offenfive.

pOR  feveral  years  I have  been  afHi£led  with 
Rheumatijm  in  my  knees  and  hips;  and  in 
November y j7  8i,vvas  attacked  with  a fevere  pain 
in  my  Eye,  Cheek-bone,  and  the  whole  left  fide 
of  my  head,  attended  with  paralytic  numbnejs 
of  the  parts,  which  continued  without  inter- 
miffion  for  the  fpace  of  four  months.  This 
pain  was  fo  violent  and  excruciating  as  to  de- 
prive me  of  appetitCy  refty  and  every  comfort  of 
life.

A Young  Gentlennan  n^ar  Salifiury^  aged 
eighteen,  of  a pale  complexion,  had  la- 
boured under  a Jcrophulous  habit  upwards  of  four 
years  j he  was  weak  and  much  exhaufted  with 
night fweatSy  and  a flow  hecllc  Fever,  For- 
merly, he  had  a Fiftula  lacrymalisy  which  was 
cured  by  a Surgeon  at  Dor  chef  er.  The  axillary 
and  parotid  Glands  were  much  enlarged  and  Jome 
of  them  ulcerated.  He  had  aifo  a large  painful 
f^umor  in  his  left  fide,  which  broke  and  dif- 
charged  matter.

with  a cicfe61;  of  the  urinary  difcharge  •,  great 
thirfty  Jlow  fever y and  dejedtion  of  Jpirits,  His 
fkin  was  fallow,  and  upon  his  legs  which  were 
Jwelledy  he  had  fevera.l  ulcerous  fores y which 
difcharged  a fharp  corrofive  humor.  His  ap- 
petite failed,  and  he  got  but  little  reft  at  night, 
occafioned  by  the  pain  of  the  fores,  and  un- 
cafinefs  of  mind.  Juguft  the  3d,  1785,  he 
began  a courfe  of  Lijhon  Diet-Drink y which 
was  regularly  continued  upwards  of  two 
months.  It  kept  hhn  laxative,  and  increafed 
the  Jecretion  of  urine : After  taking  the  Medi- 
cine about  a fortnight,  his  thirft  and  fever 
abated  5 he  eat  with  a tolerable  appetite,  and 
began  to  be  in  better  fpirits.

Confirmed  LueSy  ofi  ten  years  (landing  compli- 
cated with  Scrophula. 

The  following  Cafe  of  Robert  Cooke ^ Efq.  was 
drawn  up  at  his  own  deftre,  by  his  Apothecary y 
Mr^  FindloWy  ofi  George-ftreety  Blackfriers. 

J^OBERT  COOKE,  Efq.  had  been  afflided, 
for  ten  years  pad,  with  the  general  fymp- 
toms  of  a confirmed  LueSy  which  were  occafio- 
nally  mitigated  by  the  ufe  of  Mercury  in  va- 
rious forms. 

Sufpicions  of  a fcrophulous  taint  inherent 
in  his  conflitution,  and  co-operating  with  the 
venereal  viruSy  gave  rife  to  various  opinions 
concerning  the  real  nature  of  his  cafe. 

According  to  the  date  of  the  fymptoms,  he 
had,  at  different  times,  gone  through  the  ufual 
courjes  of  Mercury  and  Jea-hathingy  and  dea- 
dily  purfued  the  different  kinds  of  Diet  judged 
neceflary  to’  favour  the  operation  of  the  Medi- 
cines adminidered. 

Thefe  afforded  him  only  temporary  relief; 
in  hopes,  therefore,  of  obtaining  a radical  cure, 
he  was  induced  to  try  the  effedl  of  the  vapour- 
baths  at  Chelfeay  which,  for  a fhort  time,  re- 
moved his  complaint ; but,  the  old  fymptoms 
foon  returning,  and  his  conditution  vifibly  de- 
caying, he  was  advifed  by  his  Phyficians  to  try 
the  effed  of  a warmer  climate. 
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On  his  arrival  at  Gibraltar^  he  foon  found 
fenfible  relief  from  the  benign  influence  of  the 
air  ; but,  his  relaxed  fyftem  being  farther  debili- 
tated by  the  warmth  of  the  climate,  fymptoms 
of  an  alarming  nature  foon  appeared,  and 
marked  the  true  flate  of  his  difeafe  beyond  the 
polTibility  of  doubt. 

The  exquifite  nocturnal  pains  afFe6Hng  the 
bones  of  his  legs  and  arms,  but  more  efpeci- 
ally  the  craniuniy  accompanied  with  the  mofl: 
ixcruciating  head-achy  attended  with  formation 
of  matter,  and  carious  exfoliations  from  the  hones 
of  the  foreheady  evidently  fhewed  that  his  cafe 
was  mofl:  inveterately  venereal. 

He  had  again  recourfe  to  Mercury  externally 
applied,  with  the  decoBion  of  farfaparilla  and 
mezeriony  to  which  was  occafionally  added  Bark, 
Port  Wine,  and  a generous  Diet.  During  the 
/everity  of  the  pain,  he  took  Laudanumy  to  the 
amount  of  half  an  ounce  a dayy  which  is  more 
than  ten  times  the  ufual  dofe ; and  that  was 
found  abfolutely  neceflTary  to  procure  eafe  and 
fleep.  From  this  courfe  he  experienced  confi- 
derable  relief,  and  foon  after  returned  to  Eng- 
landy  and  arrived  at  London  in  the  month  of 
Julyy  1785,  when  his  rooted  diforder  again  put 
on  its  old  appearance. 

He  had  now  exquiflte  nocturnal  pains  in  his 
fhinhones  fkxitt%y  arms,  and  head;  and  on  the  right 
fide  of  the  laft,  were  feveral  fmall  fordid  ulcers  \ 
alfo  2i /welling  of  the  right  legy  attended  with 

violent 
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violent  pain  znArigidity  of  the  mu/cles,  for  which 
his  Phyficians  abroad  had  recommended  mer- 
curial fri6tions,emiollient  fomentations,  and  the 
vapour-bath.  ‘A  total  lofs  of  ftrength,  and 
frequent  faintings,  with  convulfions,  and  defect- 
tion  of  fpiritSy  now  enfued,  attended  with  a 
univerfal  wafting  of  the  body  5 and  at  this  time 
he  took  feven  grains  of  opium  each  day. 

It  appeared  to  his  Apothecary,  Mr.  Find- 
low,  that  whatever  could  have  been  expeded 
from  Mercury  had  been  done ; he  therefore  re- 
commended him  to  try  the  eftedl  of  Lijbon  Diet- 
Brink,  and  to  put  himfelf  under  Dr.  Leake's 
region,  which  he  accordingly  did.  After  having 
taken  the  medicine  fourteen  days,  his  appe- 
tite began  to  return  j his  pains,  though  fevere, 
were  lefs  frequent,  and  his  ftrength  was  evi- 
dently increafmg.  The  quantity  of  opium,  by 
Dr.  Leake's  diredion,  was  Icflened  by  degrees, 
and  at  . the  end  of  two  months  he  found  himfelf 
better  than  he  had  been  for  feveral  years  before. 
At  this  time  (28th  of  Sept.  1786,)  the  venereal 
fymptoms  totally  difappeared  his  ftrength  and 
appetite  are  good,  his  legs,  which  before  were 
much  wafted,  are  increafed  to  their  natural  fize, 
and  the  reft  of  his  body  in  the  fame  propor- 
tion. His  complexion,  from  being  fallow,  is 
now  florid,  and  his  conftitution  is  fo  am.azingly 
improved,  that  he  has  every  reafon  to  believe 
his  health  is  perfectly  eftablijhed.

Scrophulous  glandular  /welling  of  the  neck^  and 
a /ore  throaty  with  enlargement  and  ulceration 
0/  the  joints. 

Brewer  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  of  a 
middle  age,  and  bad  habit  of  body,  April 
^thj  I787>  applied  to  me  for  advice  for  the 
above  complaints,  which  appeared  to  be  hare-- 
ditaryy  and  for  which  he  had  taken  various  me- 
dicines and  ufed  many  ineffedual  means. 

From  a painful  fwelling  on  the  joint  of  his 
knee  he  was  extremely  lame.  Mr.  Potty  who 
attended  him,  and  afterwards  another  eminent 
furgeon,  were  of  opinion,  from  the  great  en- 
largement of  the  joint,  that  the  bone  was  af- 
fedted,  and  that  it  was  in  reality  a white  /weU 
ling.  He  had  a livid  Tumor  on  the  lower  part 
of  his  right  wrift,  which  was  Jcrophu- 

louSy  and  feemed  likely  to  break.  The  glands 
of  his  neck  were  painful  and  enlarged,  and  his 
throat  was  /ore  attended  with  /low  Fevery  but  I 
did  not  perceive  any  ulceration. 

He  began  a courfe  of  the  Extras  and  took 
it  regularly  for  fix  weeks.

falt-water  at  Margate  and  bathe  in  the  fea,  and 
was  not  defirous  of  feeing  him  any  more.

Mr.  E m,  of  Snow-hill,  Holborn,  aged 

feventy-leven,  applied  to  me  with  a 
deep,  fordid  ulcer  on  the  infide  of  the  right 
leg,  attended  with  much  pain,  inflammation, 
dropfical  fwelling  of  the  furrounding  parts,  and 
a confiderable  degree  of  fever.

Wm.  Taylor,  at  his  houfe,  No.  5,  in  War- 
wick-court,  Newgate-ftreet,  who  recommended 
him  to  me  for  advice^  and  had  the fatisf action 
of  being  an  eye-witnefs  of  his  cure. 

T^ECEMBER,  1781,  I contradted  the  vene- 
real Difeafe.

Phyficians  in  that  city,  who  were  of  opinion 
they  could  render  me  no  fervice  : However,,  I 
continued  there  tv/o  years  ; but,  not  finding  my- 
felf  any  better,  I refolveJ  to  return  to  England, 
The  diforder  had,  by  this  time,  greatly  under- 
mined my  conftitution,  being  very  much  ema- 
ciated, and  afflicted  with  nouufnal  pains  in  my 
fhin-honesy  particularly  when  warm  in  bed.

A Gentleman  belonging  to  the  India  Houfe,  # 
was  direfted  to  me  for  advice  by  Mr.  Par- 
rot  m eminent  furgon  at  in  Surry. 

When  he  firfl:  applied  to  me  in  Parliament-ftreet, 
Aifguft  1 2th,  1790,  he  was  unable  to  get  out  of ' 
his  chaife  without  aiTiftance,  and  v/antcd  ftrength 
to  walk  up  ftairs. 

His  body  was  much  wafted,  and  his  coun- 
tenance fallow  and  pale;  his  Difeafe  was  inve- 
terately  venereal ^ for  which  he  had  been  twice 
falivatedy  under  the  direftion  of  an  eminent 
furgeon  in  London ; but  it  feemed  to  bid 
defiance  to  Mercury^  and  remained  unfub- 
dued  by  the  two  preceding  falivations ; from 
which,  joined  to  the  reliques  of  his  malady y he 
was  greatly  emaciated,  and  reduced  to  a death- 
like condition.  To  alleviate  his  no  diurnal  pains 
and  procure  fteep,  he  was  obliged  to  take  large 
dofes  of  opium,  viz.  lixty  drops  of  laudanum 
for  many  nights  together.  Being  thought 
much  too  weak  to  undergo  a third  Jalivationy 
he  took  feveral  medicines  without  much  effecl, 
and  was  therefore  fent  to  Mitcham  for  the  be- 
nefit of  air,  milk-diet,  and  exercife  on  horfe- 
back,  which  laft  he  was  unable  to  bear. 
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About  the  14th  of  Auguft  he  began  a courfe 
of  the  Extra5i  of  Lijbon  Diet^Drinky  and  in  a 
fortnight's  time  drove  himfelf  to  town  in  an  open 
chaife  from  Mitcham.

A BOUT  April,  1786,  I contrafled  a vcne- 
, real  difeafe,  attended  with  a (hanker, 
bubo,  and  gonorrhoea.  The  bubo  was  open- 
ed by  a cauftic  and  healed  in  about  two  months, 
but  the  gonorrhoea  and  (hankers  continued 
upwards  of  four  months,  although  mercury  ex- 
ternally and  internally  was  ufed  the  whole  time: 
The  mercury  thus  applied  did  not  falivate,  but 
occafioned  profufe  fweats  attended  with  much 
fever,  fo  that  my  furgeons.  Me ffrs.  Pott  and 
Howard  informed  me  my  pulfe  beat  no 
(trokes  in  a minute.  I then  took  a decodtion  of 
Bark,  with  60  drops  of  laudanum  in  the  courfe 
of  the  day,  to  appeafe  the  anguilh  of  the  wound. 
Before,  as  well  as  after,  the  bubo  healed,  my 
face,  body,  and  legs,  broke  out  in  large  cop-~ 
per -coloured /pots  which  in  feveral  places  turn- 
ed to  runhing  fores,  with  large  funguffes  of 
proud  flefli  which  were  touched  with  blue 
ftone  I and  precipitate  ointment,  and  blue  lint 
were  applied  to  confume  and  keep  them  down. 
After  this  feverc  courfe,  which  continued  till 
the  following  September,  the  fymptoms  difap- 
pearedi  I was  concluded  well,  and  therefore 
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left  off  all  medicine  till  the  December  follow- 
ing; when  the  difeafe  returned  with  great  vio- 
lence, for  I was  attacked  with  noElurnal  pains 
in  my  Jhin-bones  and  arms,  which  were  fo  ex- 
cruciating that  I had  leldom  any  tcR  at  night, 
and  was  therefore  obliged  to  get  deep  in  the 
day.  At  the  fame  time  a deep,  fotil  nicer  ap- 
peared in  my  throat,  and  the  places  where  the 
copper-coloured  fpots  had  been  in  my  face  and 
bodv,  broke  out  worfe  than  before,  fo  that  my 
face' appeared  like  one  in  the  height  of  the 
fmall-pox.  Thefe  affli£ting  fymptoms  were 
followed  by  painful  Jwellings  in  my  elbow- 
joints  and  knees,  which  deprived  me  of  the  ufeof 
my  limbs.  I was  obliged  to  move  with  crutches 
fupported  by  an  affiftant.  I was  now  de- 
prived of  all  enjoyment,  and  began  to  defpair  of 
a cure.  About  June,  1787,  1 grew  fomewhat 
better  and  left  off  medicine  till  the  September 
following,  when  the  ulcer  in  my  throat  again 
broke  out,  with  nobfurnal  pains  in  my  Jhifis : 
Two  nodes  on  my  left  leg,  and  one  on  the  right 
alfo  appeared.  I continued  taking  medicines 
till  the  fpring,  1790,  being  fometimes  better 
and  fometimes  worfe ; when  I took  Velno’s  Sy- 
rup which  left  me  as  it  found  me;  for  m the 
iuccceding  winter  I again  relapfed.  At  this  time 
I wasftrongly  recommended  by  a friend  to  try 
the  UJhm  Diet-Drink,  which  he  had  taken 
many  years  before,  and  never  had  any  returft 
of  his  complaint.
